Debt Doubled 

,. The leader of the Opposition, the 
Hon. Lionel Porsyth, K.C., opened his 
speech by declaring that he could not 
understand the argument presented 
by the Government. He said -that the 
Tories had done nothing during 'their 
term of office and that there were 
now'five times more imemployed men 
than there were hi 1930. He could 
see no constructive improvement in 
the past five years, and that condi- 
tions could not be worse. He stated 
that the government had given prom- 
ises, and the debt of Canada had been 
doubled. 

: The next speaker was Professor P. 
K. Scott, who said that the Conservo- 
• tlv? iWty had offered thus, far more 
practical suggestions than ;ijie Ubcr- 
r]s, but that législation of this sort 
is not a. solution for the. ills of Capi- 
talism, Tlie New Deal, according to 
him, is only an admission that the 
, econonilc system of Canada is out of 
,\prcier,f and.; that there can be no eco- 
noinic security as long as this situa- 
tion , exists. He sunuried up his 
théories of govermnenf control 'with 
the statement that productive power 
must find a purchasing power equiva- 
lent, to it,, and that the best society 
is that based upon social ownei-shlp. - 

New Deal a Gag 
' Mr. J. J. Specter declared that it 
was reçj-ettable 'tliat Professor Scott 
would not have control of the govern- 
ment. .'He furthcrpic.e accussd the 
government of ^usliig the New Deal as

Many of the' 
visitors to the club were - astonished 
to see postage stamps in such, freak 
forms. Of particular hiterest are the 
surcharged varieties, f()r there are 
double and triple printed stamps, in- 
verted surcharges,' imperfect printings 
and other errors which are very rarely 
fdmd :»t ;th(t, iocal.; po8t.'<ffice.>^>_.ii. ■.. ., 

ilie collection consists of all Cana- 
dian postage stamps since the Diam- 
ond Jubilee issue of 1887. All stamps 
«re..: in shiglcs, pairs and blocks of 
four. It contains a great many im- 
perforated stamps which are extremely 
rare and valuable

of .the rèlâïve.^'^e of postage stamps. 
Hls^final decl8iâ^,was collect whatever 
pleases you and do not worry what the 
other fellow has. Stamps that are few 
are valuable, if you ever oome across 
any keep them for their value Inceases 
with time. He warned the stamp-col- 
lectors to be careful in handling thehr 
stamps and in arranging them, for a 
mistake is liable to have a damaging 
effect upon their value, 
\ Several insttuioes of political influ- 
ence on ; the .history of the postage 
stamp .were pointed out. Stamps which 
were never regularly issued were 
shown. ' At the end of his talk thé 
speaker cautioned the collectors not 
to save the stamps of the world, but 
to specialize in the stamps of a single 
country, such as he has.

•B. Castle, Associate|i^l^S8p''of -Medi- 
cine at Hamrd^Unlverslty, an- 
open meetiiàg of tiie Alpha i Ome^a 
Alpha Society, and will begin at 8.30 
p.m. hi Room 250 of the above men- 
tioned building. 

Dr. Castle ' is - T^ell: tmhttà^^ï^ùLi 
on this subject, hAvlng^!fronmi^[{^' 
greatly to our knowledge of the eti- 
ology of the anaemic condition. Mlnot 
and Murphy first showed tlie influ- 
ence of liver and.-niuscle^eat lipon 
tills disease, and irii^^îS^ôastle dem- 
•onstrated that the normal stomach 
secreteà a substance which could de- 
velop a. blood-maturing substance from 
meat, and In subsequent commuhlca- 
tlon^ hé and his co-workers evolved 
the theory that pernicious, anaemia is ' 
a deficiency, disease, caused, by the lack ! 
of a specific UnttlMic?faolx)K -rè • 
the normal stomach, ; which reacts 'wl th 
an extrinsic factor in the food to 'pro- , 
duce' a' specific haematopoietic effect, 
Castle has suggested, that the extrin- 
sic factor Is possibly closely related to 
vitamin B2.

Germany An 1 1 Enigma With 
Regard to Foreign 
Policy 

' '.'The International structure of To- 
day'-' was the subjefct chosen by Pro- 
fessor William - , ^Caldwell, Emerltiis 
Professor of '.«lorall Philosophy at Mc- 
Gill, and delivered at the Mechanics' 
Institute last nlgHt! Professor Cald- 
well was IntroduKd by Mr. George 
Booth and ccmmeaced his lecture wltlv 
a few slides of Czechoslovakia, Poland 
and Jugoslavia. | 

Nothing could be more Important 
than the Intemiitlonal structure of 
today, a subject ]. which Is Intensely 
interesting to Prol^essor Caldwell, wno 
tis^fhmly convinced that there is in 
fÉivope a new world,, formed by coun- 
tries that hav? emerged out of the old 
order. A great slice of .Europe con- 
slats of a free people bound together 
by common Intercèts. The new found 
freedom of these -countries is the re- 
sult of the crumblhig of Germany 
atid Russia after .the war. This was 
the beghuiing of . the new Europe, of 
intemattonal structure., The members 
of the League of Nations began to 
thinks for themselves, to hold mit for 
their own interests.

spoke with the sense of ; the debt he 
owed to her. Germany, unfortu- 
nately, is still an enigma to us; we 
do no^trapw^bia^hitentions, as for ex- 
amplSfwlSMf^e^ wants in the way of 
foreign . policy. Professor Caldwell 
believes, that Europe; cannot be right 
till Germany some ri ^^^ting along 
with the rest of t^^j^^; and that 
we, cannot be rigS|pP|^nce, Eng- 
land, and the other important coun- 
tries are friendly with Germany. 

Professor Caldwell has often been 
asked why Great Britahi does not 
maice her mhid known. Some people 
contend that if England and France 
would announce thehr intention of 
working together there would be no 
war. As a matter of fact, England 
has recently been saying more openly 
that she stands with France. 
I^nâi^Ita^^ 

Following iHé ass'asslhatlon of King 
Alexander of Jugoslavia and of . the 
French Foreign Minister, Barthou, 
Laval, the latter's successor, went to 
Italy to confer with Mussbliiil, and 
there resulted the Franco-Italian" pact, 
one of the new 'elements in the situa- 
tion. Fi-arice arid Italy ;both:,say that 
they are for the "ëxlsiing^'ordér and 
for psace. There is now a tremendous 
"peace front" in EÙrojiê; a front which 
Germany could "ot' ^lglitl^^^^^'r'" 

The speaker quoted ;a''paper''^whioii 
he has just received from Prague and 
which ; states -.that "the rivalry of the 
great irawefs; has bcczi the chief ob- 
stacle to collaboration between the 
Danubian nations .... Each day of the 
new year has brought reports which 
peace-lovers have welcoined with de- 
light." 

New World Arisen 

Professor Caldwell ta firmly Con- 
vinced that Canada is another factor 
of 'extraordhiaty influence in the la- 
temationai situation of today, a corn- 
tag power. He believes that in the 
uhsettled trend of things Canada can 
aMa|pfiat|deal by stating that she 
5{5Bas7ÏOT^'6ntlnulty in the civiliza- 
tion of North America. We have an 
interest in Europe and we certainly 
have a tremendous 'taterest in peace 
for the sake of our own future. The 
best way of Insuring the continuity 
and progress" of North America will .be 
put up to Canada to the very near 
future.

rrx) go back to the first Sunday of the jmonth, we 

recall that the Montreal Orchestra welcomed 
1935 with a programme of contrasts— music by Wag- 
ner, Bax, Liszt and Bach. "Kllingsor's Garden!' 
from "Parsifal," which opened the proceedings, 
seemed to drag a little; it gave the impression that 
the players had had ,a pleasant holid.iy, and could 
see no reason for not prelonging it n little, a pardon- 
able sentiment. But for my own part I incline to 
the opinion that this particular music when played 
in cold blood in a concert hall is just as liable, to 
miscarry as not. , 

The suspicion of apathy on the part of the 
orchestra was removed by the next number, It 
then became evident <that, far from ha\'ing passed 
à slothful vacation, the men had spent.- most .of 
their time ' rehearsing Symphony No. 3, by 'Arnold 
Bax. This work Is new to us; Mi'. Clarke has been 
at work on it pretty steadily since the fall. It is a 
full length symphony in three ■ movements, not 
very formal in its structure, but not so free as to 
be utterly bewildering at first. The orchestration 
Is vei7 closely knit in spots, while in others it is so 
fragile that it makes one tremble to watch.|j^Gk>me 
of "the powerful passages ot the first ''môvéinènt 
seemed to echo the more violent convulsions of 
Brahms. The two final movements contahied 
stretches of really tender beauty. It Is not the 
type of music which onç grasps at first hearing, 
except in a very general, imaginative.sense. I should 
like to hear it again before too long. 

Later, Henrietta Schumann gave a pretty per- 
formance of Liszt's "Todtentanz." She played easily, 
and Just as the 'composer had written it, so far as 
we can tell. "That is, she gave a perfect rendering 
of the piece. The Bach-Holst "Jig Fugue" had to 
be repeated, as usual. ' ' 

The following Sunday, the thirteenth, found 
the Orchestra with another guest artist, playing 
more Liszt. Also, there was a new piece of music 
by -a modern Frenchman, doubtless a gesture to

fiers." Dalles Frantz, a young American, waa the 
pianist, jmd played .Liszt's E flat Concerto. Like 
the soloist oit the week before, hè looked' m well;

Frahtz diii very serenely all the composer told him 
to do. So did the Orchestra. The slow movement 
was almost restful, except for the clang of a 
wretched little triangle, away at the back. The 
French pieoe was "Le Festin de L'Ajaignee," by 
Albert Roussel; hardly, at first thought, a pleasant 
topic for Sunday evenhig.. As it turned out, how- 
ever, either .the spider was fah:ly well bred, or the 
composer a little idealistic on the subject (a weak- 
ness of realistic- tone painters), ' for most ' of the 
music was pretty, if somewhat familiar and insipid. 
There were some fetching' pictorial "effects, polite 
refinements of Disney. After the interval Mr. Clarke 
gave us a fine performance of Dvorak's celebrated 
critique on America, the "Symphony from the New 
World." The hectic scherzo was especially enjoy- 
able. The satirical finale, with Its struggle between 
home-sickness .and quizzical amusement, proved once 
again entertaining! open^ It does with a blatant, 
pompous, hundred percenter march.

Harold Bauer, 

^HE third of the popular. Wednesday j, J Jo'clocks 
was Held on January 9th at the Ritz. Harold 
Bauer was heard ih a piano' recital. Mr. Bauer 
opened quietly with Saint-Sàens variations on a 
Gluck air, and made a charming story of It. He 
followed with a delightful piece of tumbling soundi 
"Les Carillons de Cythere," of Francois Oouperin. 
The pianist played it lightly and singingly, but with 
a certain amount of i-ubato (change of speed) which 
^sjpresumably his own idea; Bauer's own arrange- 
ment of "Jesu, joy of Man's delight," Bach's much- 
abused Chorale, was unfortunately all but spoiled by 
several animated discussions and rustlings of pro- 
grammes in various parts of thç ball-room. Besides, 
the pianist seemed to delay his heavy chords just 
a fraction of a beat for no apparent reason. A 
Scarlatti Sonata in A proved iiTesistible, however, 
and left every one r eadyjor the main event of the 

. Those who knew^^feier's recowUng, made 
iii conjunction with the; Plohzaley StHngs, of the 
big Piano Quintet in F minor, were doubtless ready 
for some fine Brahms.

The' orchestra, far from Ijelng a new surprise 
spruns on the public for the firsï time, was in all 
its Important components the one which has been 
working its head off for four and a half years In 
the west end of the city. Not quite the same' bal- 
ance, and a little shaky in the nollns,- but ottiér- 
wise-the same familiar faces; and here were hun- 
dreds of loyal citizens acclaimli^s .It as ft find. Ac- 
cordingly. It was not so. very surprising that an 
efficient conductor like Mr. Bourdon could put on 
a really worth-while concert . with - à minimum ot 
rehearsal. Mr. Bourdon satisfied himself with per- 
fectly straightforward playing.. Ho knew exactly 
what he wanted and set about directly to get it. 
Beethoven's third ^eonora overture, Tchaikowski's 
"Pathétique" Symp^u^r^-'and ,Uie lighter-, numbers 
went without a hitch, Debussy's "Afternoon of a 
Faun" received a delightful anjl sympathetic treat- 
ment.
